Traffic/Parking Reminders 



For the safety and security of the Mount 
community, as well as our Brentwood neighbors, 
you are requested to adhere to the following 
guidelines: 



1. All vehicles parked on campus must have a valid

Health Tip For October 
(Doheny Health Services-Ext. 2685) 

Dear Mount Community: 

Did you know that 75% of liquid soaps and 30% of bar soaps on 
the market are antibacterial? Is antibacterial soap more 
effective against killing germs than regular soap? 

There was a Dutch study conducted in 2004, 
whereby families with young children were given 
a year supply of cleaning agents and were moni- 
tored for symptoms of infections. Half the fami- 
lies were given antibacterial soaps, while the 
other half used regular soaps. The results showed 
that those families using antibacterial soaps were just as likely 
to develop a cough, fever, sore throat, runny or stuffy nose, etc. 
This is not surprising since most infections, namely flu and 
colds are caused by viruses, and antibacterial soaps kill ONLY 
bacteria. But, there was also no evidence that antibacterial 
soaps reduced bacterial infections either, such as those food 
borne ones caused by E. Coli and Salmonella. 

The lesson here is wash your hands thoroughly and frequently 

and regular soap will do the trick. Is there harm in 

using antibacterial soap? Overuse of this 

product may give rise to strains of bacteria that are 

resistant to antibiotics. Antibacterial soaps are 

needed in hospital and clinic settings, but not in 

your kitchen or bathroom at home or work. 

Hand washing is the best way to prevent the common cold, flu, 
and other infections.

Travel Tips: Before, During, and After

Traveling can be a great deal of tun, but there are some things you need to be aware of when 
traveling outside the U.S. There are cultural and environmental differences abroad which may 
contribute to an increased risk of illness and injury. For instance, there might be climate extremes 
such as very cold weather, the presence of certain insects, inadequate sanitation or hygiene, or 

poorly lit roads. To reduce your risks, the Center for Disease Control (CDC) recommends the following 

safety and health guidelines: 

1 . Before traveling, see your health care provider or travel immunization clinic to be sure you are up-to- 
date on all of your vaccinations, including Hepatitis B series, Hepatitis A series, Measles, Mumps, 
Rubella, Tetanus and Diphtheria, Meningitis, to name just a few. If you are traveling to certain 
continents such as Asia, Africa, South America, you may need additional vaccinations against 
Typhoid, cholera as examples. You can check out the website www.cdc.gov for more specific 
Information related to the country you will be visiting. 

2. Make sure you obtain refills on all your medications before traveling. 

3 . Get a flu vaccine if you have not already done so. 



: 
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4. Prepare a travel health care kit and take a First Aid kit with you. You should have insect repellent 
containing at least 30% DEET, a thermometer, common over-the-counter medications, hand sanitizers 
to name a just a few. 

5. In developing countries, you should boil your water; drink bottled water or water from closed 
containers. Do not drink tap water or water from a drinking fountain. Avoid eating unpasteurized 
dairy products. Avoid eating food from street vendors. 

6. Avoid touching animals such as those that live on the farm, or stray ones to prevent bites 
and serious illnesses such as rabies and avian flu. 

7. Wash your hands often with soap and water. If soap and water are not available, use alcohol 
based-gels. 

8. Eat food that has been fully cooked only, do not eat rare or medium rare meat. 

9. Identify in-country healthcare resources before your trip to know where you can go in cases of 
emergencies. The U.S. Embassy or Consulate of the country you are visiting can help you locate these 
resources. 

10. Take your immunization and insurance card with you when traveling. You should know what type of 
health insurance plan you have and how it works abroad. Many insurance plans do not cover doctor 
visits abroad, except in cases of emergency room visits. 

1 1 . When you return, please make sure you see your doctor promptly if you develop a fever, flu- 
like symptoms such as a cough, sore throat, rash, or any other unusual symptoms.

Some History on National Foreign Lan2ua2e Week : 

It was inaugurated in the Spring of 1957 by Alpha 
Mu Gamma. Sister Eloise Therese, the National President 
of Alpha Mu Gamma from 1956 to 1960, discovered that 
such a week had never been officially celebrated in the 
United States. Inspired by her the National Council of 
Alpha Mu Gamma began to formulate plans to make the 
United States aware of the need for and importance of 
foreign language study through the celebration of NFLW. 
The first celebration was set for the week of February 17 
to 23, 1957. Each year since then the National Executive 
Council of AMG has set a week for this event. In recent 
years it has become the practice to have NFLW during the 
first full week of March.

Speed Watching 

In March, the College launched a pilot program of 
randomly monitoring traffic in the streets around the Chalon 
Campus and will continue the pilot through the spring semester. 

But having a MSMC presence in the neighborhood is a 
just one of a number of forms of education and outreach 
undertaken by the College community to remind everyone about 
safe and courtesy driving and about our responsibilities within 
the neighborhood. 

This semester, for example, Student Activities hosted a 
campaign on February 22 called "2 too too.. .fast. Mind the Speed 
Limit. Go 22 mph!" Students got goodie bags with information 
pamphlets on driving safety, flashlights, stickers, pens, and 
popcorn. Banners were also posted around the cafeteria and 
parking structure to remind people to slow down. 

We hope that the College's new presence in the 
neighborhood will reinforce all these messages and remind 
drivers to be careful and courteous while traveling through local 
streets. 

The College will also have follow-up conversations 
with drivers who are identified as operating in a manner 
inconsistent with our responsibility to the neighborhood to 
further reinforce the safety messages. 

Thanks to everyone for taking part in these important 
activities — and helping to keep everyone safe on the roads! 

Know the Numbers 

Not sure what the speed limits actually are? Because the 
neighborhood roads are so curvy, crowded, and narrow, the limit 
changes numerous times — and is often slower than you might 
think. 

You should watch for posted signs as you drive, but it 
may also help to check out the chart below before you next get 
behind the wheel: 

North on Bundv and Norman Place: 

30 mph from Sunset to Saltair until just before the speed humps 

1 5 mph through the two speed humps to Norman Place 

25 mph on Norman Place until just before the first curve 

20 mph at the curve, past the stop sign, and all the way through 

to Chalon 



South on Chalon and Bundv 
25 mph on Bundy until just before the speed humps 
1 5 mph through all three speed humps 
30 mph down to Sunset
